MAIDSTONE’S thriving town 
centre clubbing scene has been 
rocked by claims that a terrified 
woman was sexually assaulted. 

The 28-year-old said she was attacked in a 
narrow unlit alleyway behind the R Bar and 
The Loft nightclub, off Gabriel’s Hill, shortly 
before midnight on Thursday, May 13. 

Three men have been arrested in connection 
with the incident. The suspects - aged 20, 24 
and 26 - were taken in for questioning on the 
morning of Friday, 14. They have been 
released on bail until June 30, while they con¬ 
tinue to “assist” police with their inquiries. 

Clubbers said the incident, along with a 
year-on-year rise in the number of serious 
sexual offences carried out in Mid Kent, had 
led them to think twice before walking home 
alone late at night. 

One reveller, who did not wish to be identi¬ 
fied, said: “It’s scary to think something like 
this could happen so close to busy clubs and 
pubs. I think from now on Ill make sure I get a 
taxi home if I’m on my own, even though I only 
live ten minutes walk from the middle of town.” 

Bosses at indie-themed nightclub R Bar said 
the nightspot was open for business on the same 
night as the reported offence, but insist their 
staff did not see anything suspicious and under¬ 
stood the matter was being dealt with by police. 

The most recent Mid Kent crime figures 
show instances of the most serious sexual 
offences increased by 14 cases in 2009. 

Between January and December of last year, 
167 serious sexual offences were reported. In

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Fears suspected 
bomb and arson 
attack are linked

CONCERNED residents 
fear an arsonist could be 
targeting a nearby industri¬ 
al park following a series of 
suspicious incidents. 

Homeowners in Aylesford are 
becoming more anxious about their 
safety after they saw the Army 
swoop on a suspected bomb found 
in Quarry Wood retail park on 
Thursday - just two weeks after the 
Homebase store on the same site 
went up in flames. 

Jenny Adams, 44, who lives in 
Aylesford village and shops at the 
industrial estate, said: “First it was 
the Homebase fire, which lasted for 
three days and caused smoke to 
blow everywhere and now a sus¬ 
pected bomb, it really is hard to 
believe they are not linked. 

“It does seem like an arsonist is 
targeting the area as is it just too 
odd for all these things to happen in 
the space of two weeks. 

“I think the police should tell us 
what is going on though, whether it 
was a bomb or not, as we live here 
and have the right to know if we 
are at risk. I wouldn’t blame them 
if there was being over cautious, 

“I’m glad they are, but it must have 
been something pretty suspicious to 
make them call in the Army.” 

The latest drama unfolded on 
Thursday morning when the 
Army’s explosive team rushed to 
Quarry Wood at 8.10am after 


officers received calls of a suspi¬ 
cious package. 

The package was discovered near 
recycling bins in the car park of 
Sainsbury’s supermarket by refuse 
workers. 

Armed forces suspected the pack¬ 
age could be a bomb so cordoned off 
the surrounding area, including 
nearby roads, and carried out a 
controlled explosion. 

A police spokeswoman said inves¬ 
tigations are ongoing to determine 
what was in the package. 

The incident follows a suspicious 
blaze at the branch of Homebase on 
the same industrial estate which 
completely gutted the store on 
Saturday, May 1. 

Police believe the fire was started 
deliberately and could be linked to 
others in the town. 

An arsonist targeted the 
Larkfield branch of B&Q about an 
hour after the flames ripped 
through Homebase, which is less 
than one-mile away, and police also 
discovered the foundations of a fire 
in the Maidstone branch of B&Q, in 
Barker Road, on Monday, May 3. 

Police have charged and remand¬ 
ed in custody a 27-year-old with the 
third incident - Benny Dighton, of 
no fixed address. 

Investigators from Kent Police’s 
major crime department are cur¬ 
rently analysing the three incidents 
to determine whether they were 
organised by the same arsonist.

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Millions in fake notes 
may be in circulation

FRAUDSTERS behind a counterfeit 
money factory in Yalding may have 
pumped millions of pounds of fake 
notes into the British economy 

A Kent Police spokesman said the money press 
discovered at Woodfalls industrial park has “the 
capacity to make millions” and it is feared the 
notes are already circulating in the countiy. 

The illegal operation was foiled by plain clothes 
officers during a raid of unit four at the site in 
Gravelly Way, Laddingford, on Thursday, May 6. 

It has not been confirmed if fake notes were 
found at the unit but the equipment led officers 
to a house in Faversham and later to the arrest of 
two suspects. 

Colin Edgar, of Prioiy Place, Faversham, has 
since been charged with possessing articles for 
producing counterfeit notes, money laundering 
and two counts of counterfeiting euros and ster¬ 
ling. He appeared before Folkestone magistrates 
on May 8 and was remanded in custody until his 
next court appearance, on May 24. 

A 37-year-old woman from Faversham also 
arrested in connection with the investigation has 
been released on police bail until June 16. 

Officers and forensics teams are still analysing 
equipment found at the factoiy in a bid to deter¬ 
mine how much has made its way into circula¬ 
tion. 

A police source said the fake notes were of “high 
quality 7 ’ and could be difficult to spot. 

Det Insp Eddie Fox said: “This is a joint inves¬ 


tigation between Kent Police and the counterfeit 
currency unit of the Serious and Organised 
Crime Agency (Soca). 

"We believe the equipment could be capable of 
producing millions of pounds in counterfeit cur¬ 
rency. This type of crime can cause great damage 


to the economy but can also have a devastating 
impact on individuals who are duped into accept¬ 
ing worthless notes.” 

It has been confirmed the crooks made the 
counterfeit money in £20 notes and euros and 
were in various stages of production. 


Help police collar 
sex pest flasher 

A FLASHER who indecently exposed 
himself to a woman out walking her dog 
is being sought by police. 

The offender - in his 40s and with 
blond hair - flashed the woman at about 
3pm on Friday, May 7, as she walked 
through Cobtree Manor Park, Forstal 
Road, Aylesford. The woman says the 
flasher walked away after the incident. 

The man was wearing a white or light 
coloured T-shirt and dark trousers and 
had a brown jacket over his shoulder. 

PC Carol Featherstone said: “We are 
keen to catch this culprit. We want to 
hear from anyone who was in the area at 
the time or recognises the description of 
this man.”

167 serious sexual offences were 
reported. In the same period in 
2008,153 were reported. 

Overall sexual offences dropped 
by ten per cent in Maidstone and 
Swale during the same period. 

Seventy-five cases were reported 
in 2008, up from 65 in 2009. 

Detective Chief Inspector of 
Maidstone Police, Isobel Gibson, 
said the team is doing everything it 
can to reduce the amount of serious 
sexual cases in the area. 

She said: “Although the number of 
the most serious sexual offences 
appeared to rise last year, this may 
be due in part to our improved serv¬ 
ice for victims of sexual assault, 
encouraging more people to come 
forward and report their aggressors.

THE TOWNS’ Tory MPs have 
vowed to take their long-running 
fight against two major Maidstone 
applications to the very top of the 
new Conservative-led government. 

Faversham and Mid Kent MP Hugh 
Robertson and Maidstone and Weald MP 
Helen Grant are both strongly against Kent 
International Gateway (KIG) and the pro¬ 
posal to move the town’s maternity services 
to Pembury. They now hope the new 
Conservative ministers will help them defeat 
the two unpopular proposals. 

Mr Robertson said: “Helen and I have 
already spoken about both issues at great 
length, agree on both absolutely and will be 
working closely together to achieve the best 
outcomes for all our constituents.” 

KIG, an application for a 259-acre road-rail 
interchange to be built in countryside off 
junction eight of the M20, was referred to the 
former Labour Secretary of State for commu¬ 
nities and local government, Hazel Blears, 
after the applicant successfully bypassed 
Maidstone council. 

The proposal underwent an intensive six- 
week inquiry, which finished just before 
Christmas of last year, and the Inspectorate’s 
recommendation was passed back to 
Government in April.

QUESTION & ANSWER 





Can you tell us a little bit about yourself? 


A I was bom in Maidstone - part of a large, 
long established local family. My upbringing 
shaped my outlook and determination to fight 
for local people, our town and countiyside.

Local residents and our borough have gained 
some fantastic new advocates and defenders 
in newly elected Lib Dems like Jenni Sharpe, 
Derek Mortimer and David Pickett, but they 
have sadly lost some of Maidstone’s greatest 




public servants too with the loss of Independent 
Pat Marshall and my Lib Dem colleague Daniel 
Moriarty. Overall I found this local election 
depressing and have felt a sinking feeling in the 
pit of my stomach ever since that Thursday 
night. I am genuinely afraid for the quality of life 
for our borough’s most vulnerable residents and 
for the future survival of our countryside under 
current Conservative council leadership. 

Q What are your thoughts on your main party's situation 
in central government? 

A I am a local councillor and regardless of 
who is in or out of power nationally my 
absolute commitment is to fighting the comer 
of the residents I represent and protecting the 
town and countryside that I love. 

Q Nick Clegg and Tory leader David Cameron have vowed 
to work together at Number 10 - do you hope the part¬ 
nership will help build bridges between the two parties on a 
local level? 

A I am not tribally party political in my DNA 
and I have worked very effectively with some 
excellent former and current Conservative 
councillor colleagues like Michael Nightingale 
and Paul Oldham. Regardless of party politics I 
am simply convinced that the current 
Conservative council leadership is the most 
wrong-headed and least representative I have 
ever experienced.

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Stimson goes 

asScally cuts 

Gills jobs after 
latest defeat 


A WHIRLWIND week at 
Gillingham FC has led to an 
uncertain future for players and 
supporters of Kent’s only Football 
League club. 

Chairman Paul Scally moved quickly follow¬ 
ing the Gills’ second relegation in three sea¬ 
sons last weekend, first announcing the depar¬ 
ture of manager Mark Stimson and then the 
surprising release of all 14 out-of-contract 
players. 

The Dubai-based businessman told the BBC 
he was angered by the manner of the team’s 
3-0 defeat at Wycombe, which sealed the club’s 
fate in front of more than 2,700 away fans. 

He said: “The performance was alarming for 
me and I troubled about it all over the week¬ 
end. I don’t remember feeling as low as I feel 
at the moment, because I feel I’ve failed. 

“I appointed the manager and I stuck by

him. I gave him the funds he needed at every 
instance, I worked him a decent budget and I 
think we’ve got a very good squad of players.” 

Former Grays and Stevenage boss Stimson 
was appointed Gills manager in November 
2007, but was unable to halt the club’s slide 
into League Two. 

His new-look team bounced straight back 
with promotion via the play-offs in May 2009, 
but failed to win a single away game in a dis¬ 
appointing return to the third flight. 

Resignation 

Supporters verbally abused Stimson and 
called for him to resign following the disas¬ 
trous defeat at Wycombe, but the 42-year-old 
refused to budge until Mr Scally forced his 
hand two days later.

“I’m contracted but that will be up to the 
chairman,” Stimson told KOS Media after the 
game. 

“He’ll make that decision and I’m sure he’ll 
be honest with me. You can see that the sup¬ 
porters weren’t too happy at the end and there 
were shouts of my name. 

“That’s a discussion myself and the chair¬ 
man will have, and I’m sure he will make the 
right decision that he thinks will take the club 
forward.” 

The day after Stimson left the club by 
“mutual consent”, it was announced that all 14 
out-of-contract players had been released and 
were free to seek employment elsewhere. 

These included captain Barry Fuller and 
popular veterans Simon Royce and Mark 
Bentley. 


However, it was noted that the next manag¬ 
er would reassess the situation when he is 
appointed. 

Early favourite for the job is former player- 
manager Andy Hessenthaler, who recently 
missed out on three successive promotions 
with his new club Dover Athletic. 

Hessenthaler told KOS Media early this 
week that he had received no contact from Mr 
Scally, but that he would like to return to full¬ 
time management. 

“I’ve never hidden my desire to return to 
Football League management,” he said. “But I 
am on contract at Dover and have a job to do 
to win the Conference South next season.” 

Another candidate had been thought to be 
first team coach Mark Robson, but he was 
released from his role at the club on Tuesday. 


Paedophile gets 
foreign travel ban 


A NOTORIOUS sex offender has been 
banned from visiting an entire continent. 

The foreign travel order prevents pae¬ 
dophile Frederick Stephens from going 
to Asia where it is believed he intended 
to "buy a wife’. 

He had been part of the Wonderland 
Club that was smashed in 1998. 

Stephens was among 107 men arrest¬ 
ed for ‘trading 5 photos of children over 
the internet. 

Stephens was jailed in 2001 for child 
sex offences. 

This new order prevents the 55-year- 
old from going anywhere in the Far East 
for three years, thanks to the efforts of 
worried detectives. 

The Margate father-of-two is also for¬ 
bidden from entering Turkey. 

It follows a civil action at Canterbury 
Magistrates Court. The case will not be 
reviewed again until at least May 2013.

Former MPs support David 
Miliband in leadership bid 


DAVID Miliband has won the back¬ 
ing of former Kent MPs in his quest 
to succeed Gordon Brown as leader 
of the Labour Party. 

The ex-Foreign Secretary was the first to 
throw his hat in the ring following Mr Brown’s 
resignation last Tuesday, and the decision has 
been welcomed by fellow party members in the 
Garden of England. 

Should the 44-year-old win the leadership 
contest he will have until 2015 to rebuild the 
Labour Party and mount a serious election 
challenge - unless the new Con-Lib coalition 
fails before then. 

Other possible contenders include Mr 
Miliband’s younger brother and former Energy 
Secretary Ed Miliband, ex-Education Secretary 
Ed Balls and outgoing Chancellor Alistair 
Darling. 

Gwyn Prosser, who lost his Dover seat to the 
Conservatives, gave his backing to the elder 
sibling while simultaneously slating Mr Balls. 

He said: “David has shown himself to be a 
highly effective performer. He has good leader¬ 
ship skills and has done a great job as Foreign 
Secretary, but most of all he is able to articulate 
some of the most complex issues. That’s essen¬ 
tial these days. 

“On the other hand Ed Balls has some unfor¬ 
tunate characteristics. I was not at all happy 


with the way he stigmatised some of the very 
talented schools in Kent (as part of the 
National Challenge programme) and in my 
own constituency.” 

Before his election to Parliament in 2001, 
David Miliband had served as Tony Blair’s 
Head of Policy and was credited for playing a 
major part in the Labour Party’s landslide 
victory of 1997. 

He served in various ministerial posts for the 
first several years of his tenure until being 
appointed Environment Secretary in 2006, and 
then Foreign Secretary a year later. 

“I think David is dynamic and is an intellec¬ 
tual heavyweight who would have a broad 
appeal,” said former Chatham and Aylesford 
MP Jonathan Shaw. 

“He would be more than a match for the new 
Prime Minister and his deputy.” 

Despite refusing to reveal his pick for the 
leadership, former Gillingham and Rainham 
MP Paul Clark said both the Milibands could 
do a good job. 

He added: “There’s a wide range of talent out 
there and they both have their strengths. 

“Both are equally very capable and possess a 
great number of positive assets. 

“All the potential leaders would no doubt 
bring different things to the party, but the 
critical thing is that we have a leader who is 
energetic and who has a vision of how we 
should go forward.”

The fashionista, whose celebrity clients 
have included Kylie Minogue, Freddie 
Mercury, Princess Diana and actress Sarah 
Jessica Parker, attended UCA’s Rochester 
campus when it was The Medway College 
of Design. 

Her mother also taught there. 

After accepting her new title on Thursday, 
May 6, Rhodes said: “It is an enormous hon¬ 
our to become the very first Chancellor of 
the University for the Creative Arts, where 
I began my own studies. 

“I will make it my upmost priority to 
ensure future generations of students con¬ 
tinue to have the same positive and inspir¬ 
ing experience as I did.”

Chairman of UCA’s board of governors, 
Loyd Grossman, said he believes the 
famous designer’s successful career in the 
fashion industry will benefit the students’ 
own futures. 

Grossman, a former journalist at the 
Sunday Times, said: “Zandra is one of the 
world’s most recognisable, distinguished 
and exciting designers. 

“Her career has been built upon the foun¬ 
dations of hard work and determination 
which we believe will help inspire and moti¬ 
vate our students in their chosen careers.”

That picture of you vomiting on a friend’s car wearing 
a blonde wig and a tutu. There for all to see, unless of 
course you’ve bothered to tell facebook otherwise. 

It didn’t always used to be this way. When facebook 
launched in 2005, only a fraction of this information 
could be seen by default, and none of it by the entire 
internet. But things change, especially when 
information is worth money to third parties interested 
in accurately targeted marketing campaigns. 

There will be some who are unbothered by this. I’m 


sure there are people who’ve never had a 
compromising photo taken and are happy everything 
they post can be seen. But you’re missing the point. 

Currently, facebook’s privacy settings are opt-in. If 
you don’t change them yourself, no one is going to do 
it for you. Surely private should be the default setting? 

Meanwhile some smug commentators are scaling 
new levels of supercilious self-satisfaction by claiming 
“it’s your fault if you share that sort of information 
and don’t check privacy settings. Noob! LoL!” 

This sort of thing isn’t helpful, and fails to note the 
huge variety of people currently using facebook. 

Its bright, easy to navigate system is not targeted at 
tech heads. It is purposely enticing everyday users 
who just want to stay in touch, and the interface 
implies a default level of privacy which does not exist. 

Of course, the easiest way to avoid all this is not to 
join the first place, or failing that, delete your account. 

This is where things get a bit freaky. Without 
Googling the increasingly popular “how do I delete 
my facebook account?” just try to commit social 
network seppuku. 

Deactivation is straightforward, but does nothing to 
protect your privacy, or terminate your account. All your 
info is still there. To escape facebook’s clutches entirely 
the system is long (two weeks!), frustrating, and 
purposely complex. Facebook is desperate to be your 
special friend forever... Get out while you can. To delete 
your account go to www.wikihow.com/Permanently- 
Delete-a-Facebook-Account.

Putting nursing 
myths to bed 

May 12 - Florence Nightingale’s 
birthday - is International Nurses’ 
Day and this year also marked 100 
years since her death. 

Nurses from Medway Maritime 
Hospital looked at some of the 
common misconceptions about 
nursing and how things have 
changed since the Lady with the 
Lamp walked the wards. 

“A nurse is an assistant to the 
doctor”; “I’d equate nursing with 
something like hairdressing - there 
are some skills involved but not too 
technical”; “Not for those who could 
do a degree”; “I’m not sure you need 
to be a leader to be a good nurse - 
surely doctors have the final say 
anyway”. 

Those are just some of the 
comments highlighted in a recent 
report about nursing which show the 
public generally believe nurses to be 
put-upon victims of their vocation, 
unambitious and usually female. 

The public image of nursing 
appears to have changed little since 
the days of Florence Nightingale 
(May 12,1820 - August 13,1910). 

This couldn’t be further from the 
truth. Nurses are highly skilled, 
educated to degree level and enjoy 
autonomy in their roles. 

They work closely alongside 
doctors, not below them, and they 
are highly respected. And the 
number of male nurses entering the 
profession is increasing all the time. 

I think nursing is being done a 
disservice and I think it’s only right 
to dispel some of these myths and 
let people know what a career in 
nursing is really like. 

And who better to do this than 
our nurses? 

Senior Sister and A&E nurse 
practitioner Inma Diaz, who began 
her nursing career in Spain, said: 
“In Spain, the role of nurse is more 
like a doctor’s assistant, so when I 
came to the UK it was a bit of a 
shock at first. 

“Here, we diagnose, treat and 
discharge many minor injury 
patients without the need for a 
doctor. 

“I originally wanted to go into 
medicine and decided to use nursing 
as a route into medical school, but 
once I began nursing I loved it and I 
decided that I wanted to care for 
people, not just prescribe for them. 

“I studied in Spain and gained a 
diploma and now I am currently 
studying for a degree. 

“It takes a lot to be a nurse - you 
need to be caring; have good 
communication skills; diplomacy; 
empathy and stamina. I try to treat 
people as if they were my own 
family. 

“I think nurses run hospitals and 
they are very knowledgeable - the 
human body is a complicated and 
beautiful machine and you need to 
know how it runs. Nurses have led 
a lot of the recent improvements in 
the NHS.” 

Acute pain nurse specialist 
Martin Kuhn added: “Nursing has 
changed a lot since I qualified in 
1981.There are a lot more options 


now for nurses who want to 
specialise in particular areas. 

“Nurses nowadays are highly 
skilled and there is a high 
expectation on them. In addition to 
the skills and knowledge you have 
to be compassionate, motivated and 
prepared to listen and negotiate 
with patients to agree their care 
with them. 

“I love my job and being on the 
wards working with patients and 
other nurses and helping people. 
The work is varied - no two days 
are ever the same.”

Onine judgement 
puts sentencing 
ball in your court

THINK there are too many 
hardened criminals on our streets 
because of “soft” sentencing by out- 
of-touch courts and judges? 

If so, check out a new interactive website which 
has been launched in Kent to counter that 
perception by allowing the public to pass their 
own sentences on virtual villains. 

They can then compare the outcome of real life 
cases, with names changed, with their own 
sentencing suggestions. 

One case is already online, and it appears most 
people agreed with the bench of magistrates 
shown in the interactive film of a man found 
guilty of criminal damage and given a 
community sentence. But a few wanted him 
locked up for three months. More cases will be 
uploaded in the coming months. 

The Kent Criminal Justice Board (KCJB) said 
it is concerned many people still don’t know what 
happens inside a real court room, nor appreciate 
how complex an apparently simple hearing can 
turn out to be. 



WEBSITE: You judge the defendant in the interactive court which gives an eye-opening view of the justice system 


It has created a chance for the public to judge 
and pass sentence on a real-life criminal court 
cases. The interactive guide to sentencing takes 
the viewer along the passage of justice step by 
step, explaining some of the usually hidden details. 

It shows how the decision-making process 
works and gives visitors to the site the chance to 
be the judge and pass sentence themselves. 

Acting Chief Constable of Kent Adrian 
Leppard, who chairs the Kent Criminal Justice 
Board, said: “Improving people’s knowledge of 
how the criminal justice system in general and 
the courts in particular work is a key factor in 
improving public confidence.” 


Deputy chairman of the Magistrates’ 
Association, John Fassenfelt, who sits on the 
Central Kent Bench, said: “The website is 
designed to open the system up to communities 
and help them see, first-hand, that the 
punishment fits the crime and the important 
part that magistrates courts play in serving their 
communities. 

The KCJBis comprised of Kent Police, Crown 
Prosecution Service, Kent Probation, the Prison 
Service, Courts Service, Youth Offending Services 
and the Legal Services Commission.

HUNT down some musical memo¬ 
ries when The Searchers bring 
their timeless sound to Maidstone. 

For 50 years, the band has been entertaining 
crowds with their great 60s hits and their pop¬ 
ularity has rarely wavered. From their hum¬ 
ble beginnings on the Northern club scene, the 
Searchers now perform all over the world, 
from the US to the Far East. 

Formed in 1960 as a backing group for 
Johnny Sandon, the Liverpool-based band 
took its name from the John Wayne film of the 
same name. The line-up included John 
McNally, Mike Pender, Tony Jackson and 
Norman McGarry, but it has evolved over the 
decades and McNally is the only founding 
member remaining. 

Together they played at the Iron Door Club 
and won the attention of the Beatles’ influen¬ 
tial manager, Brian Epstein. But when 
Epstein agreed to come and see them play in 
London, the band squandered the chance by 
spending too long in the pub before the gig. 

Sandon left the band in 1961 to take his 
chances with the Remo Four, but the remain¬ 


ing members continued to play at legendary 
Liverpool clubs such as the Cavern. The fol¬ 
lowing year they made the trip to Hamburg, 
which was ‘the beat Mecca of the Continent’ at 
the time, and soon won over the German 
music lovers. 

The Beatles had already opened Europe’s 
eyes to the potential of British bands and 
when the Searchers returned to the UK, they 
signed a contract with Pye Records and were 
managed by Tony Hatch. 

After a slow start, their first single Sweets 
for My Sweet climbed to the top of the charts 
and knocked the Beatles off the top spot. 

Chart-toppers 

They followed this early success with the 
number two single Sugar and Spice, before 
releasing another chart-topper, Needles and 
Pins. Further hits came with Don’t Throw 
Your Love Away and Some Day We’re Gonna 
Love Again. 

When vocalist and bass guitarist Tony 
Jackson decided to leave in 1964 and form The 
Vibrations, the arrival of Frank Allen saved 
the band from possible disaster. Allen became 
one of the best front men of the 60s and 
remains with the band to this day. 

The Searchers continued to thrive over the 
next two years, releasing hits such as When 
You Walk in the Room, Goodbye My Love, 
What Have They Done to the Rain and Take 


Me for What I’m Worth. More line-up changes 
followed and during the 70s, the band began to 
move away from the pop charts and on to the 
cabaret circuit, but they released two new 
albums to critical acclaim. 

When Mike Pender left in 1985 after more 
than 20 years with the band, the Searchers 
entered an uncertain phase. 

But there was a resurgence in the populari¬ 
ty of 60s music during the 80s and, with gifted 
new member Spencer James on board, the 
band embarked on national package tours and 
released a compilation album to mark their 
25th anniversary. 

During the 90s, the band’s popularity soared 
and they began making appearances at festi¬ 
vals, 60s weekends and their own solo shows. 
Travelling all over the world to entertain fans 
and the troops, the Searchers were once again 
an international force and they continue to 
rock venues everywhere. 

Today’s line-up comprises John McNally, 
Frank Allen, Scott Ottaway and Spencer 
James. 

The band has devised a special concert for 
this UK tour, which features all their best¬ 
loved hits, along with original album record¬ 
ings, B-side tracks and other favourite songs.

OUR airports are under 
siege from volcanoes and 
striking BA staff, so getting 
away by plane can be 
fraught with problems. 

Luckily, here in Kent we are in the 
prime location to take advantage of 
all that Europe has to offer without 
needing to board a plane. 

A wealth of destinations is less 
than half a day away by car and ferry. 

Picardy in the Somme region of 
France is a great place to start. The 
area already attracts a large num¬ 
ber of British travellers who visit 
First World War battlefields, but the 
region has much to offer those less 
interested in military history. 

After arriving in Calais, drive 
south for an hour to the Bay of 
Somme (Baie de Somme). The estu¬ 
ary is considered one of the most 
beautiful in the world and offers vis¬ 
itors long stretches of sandy beaches 
and huge skies where you can watch 
the wildlife or hire bicycles and sand 
yachts. 

One of the biggest attractions for 
visitors is the Parc du Marquen¬ 
terre. This nature reserve, which 
was once a tulip farm created on 
land recovered from the sea, offers 
birdwatchers the chance to get close 
to a wealth of migrating birds. 

Familiar species such as herons 
and oystercatchers can be seen, but 
there is also the chance to see white 
storks on their huge nests that look 
like the end of a chimney sweep’s 
brush, not seen in the UK. 

On your way to the region’s capital 
Amiens, why not stop off at the town 


of Albert, which was totally rebuilt 
after 1918? An excellent lunch can 
be had at the Basilique restaurant 
in the town square opposite the 
church, with its famous golden stat¬ 
ue of an angel and baby Jesus on the 
top of its tower. 

The region’s capital Amiens, just 
30 kilometres away, makes an ideal 
destination for a short break. 

Wander the ancient streets around 
the cathedral. The mighty gothic 
structure is a UNESCO world her¬ 
itage site, with a remarkable facade 
full of intricate carvings of saints, 
kings and folklore. 

An evening meal in the waterside 
district of Saint-Leu offers the 
chance to soak up the atmosphere of 
French dining. 

The area is the historic heart of 


the city but also offers modern 
nightlife and attracts large numbers 
of students who study at the nearby 
Faculty of Science. 

Amiens is situated at the conjunc¬ 
tion of a myriad of rivers and canals. 
First-time visitors should take a 
boat trip round the floating gardens 
of the Hortillonnages. 

These smallholdings surrounded 
by water have been cultivated by 
locals since the Middle Ages. Most 
are now private gardens, although 
some still supply fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles to local shops. 

It is a remarkably tranquil place 
in the centre of the busy city and 
uniquely French in character. It’s 
the ideal place to end your visit to a 
region that deserves being explored 
again and again.

FRENCH marque Citroen has launched a 
three-year/35,000-mile free servicing deal 
on its Cl city car and new C3 supermini. 

The road tax exempt low C02 and 
fuel-efficient three/five-door Citroen Cl 
range sells from £6,995, plus the choice 
of the free servicing or a £200 contribu¬ 
tion towards the first year’s insurance. 

Meanwhile, the bigger five-door C3 
range is available from £8,890 - with 
£2,000 Citroen Swappage allowance 
deducted - and that servicing package. 
Five C3 models also qualify for no road tax.

It is as space-efficient as before, but the 
key to the higher sales will be the con¬ 
venience of the wide rearward-opening 
back doors tipped to be so useful to par¬ 
ents needing to get small children to get 
in and out of the car.

SUBARU could say cult status 
ain’t what it’s cracked up to be. 

Pilloried for allowing its Impreza rally icon 
to go some 15 years more or less unchanged, 
it was then slammed by so-called purists for 
re-inventing the car. 

But cult status does not always equal 
big sales and Subaru realised it had to stop 
disguising the old car with bling alloys 
and spoilers and three nose jobs in quick 
succession. 

But ‘Scooby-Do’ fans were divided in 2007, 
by the belated ‘one-size fits all’ five-door hatch¬ 
back replacement for the old saloon and 
‘estate’ options. 

I wonder why; the newcomer is far more ver¬ 
satile yet still offers affordable all-wheel drive 

- a Subaru ‘trademark’ - across a wide range. 

Our test car was the near ultimate model, 

the lively £27,590 2.5 WRX STi, with supercar 
acceleration - 0-60mph in under five seconds 

- but looking more conservative and less 
Burberry baseball cap than its predecessor. 

This is more where Subaru wants and needs 
to be, especially after adding a diesel option to 
its cars.

The new WRX STi still thrills too; the big 
bonnet air scoop adds muscular style and the 
smooth turbocharged 296bhp flat four or boxer 
engine sounds good. 

You can also tweak the centre differential to 
distribute more power to either axle and play 
with the engine/throttle response, but that is 
track day stuff or something to keep geeks 
happy; this car is such a taut drive and puts its 
power down so well that it is hard to drive 
legally and put such features to the test. 

It is also better suited to current times with 
the accessible hatchback boot also surprising¬ 
ly roomy, despite that extra transmission 
beneath the floor. 

Being a Subaru, the Impreza should also 
uphold the brand’s reputation for indestructi¬ 
ble rally-bred engineering. 

The six-speed WRX gearshift is not as crisp 
as it could be, but that might ease in time, and 
the basic Impreza interior also looks a bit 
stark in the top end WRX, despite the usual 
hot badges and high spec - the test model is 
more than twice the price of the 1.5R entry car. 

But that, in turn, speaks highly of cheaper 
Impreza models where rally-bred all-wheel 
drive comes at an affordable price.

MAIDSTONE United manager 
Peter Nott is confident the majori¬ 
ty of his squad will commit their 
futures to the club for next season. 

The Stones boss was handed a reduced 
budget compared to last season’s and has been 
frantically talking to his squad about his plans 
for the next campaign. 

Nott is pleased with the progress made so 
far but has confirmed striker Lyndon Rowland 
and Roland Edge have left the club. He has 
also put contracted striker Danny Hockton on 
the transfer list in a bid to release some funds. 

The majority of the squad are expected to 
stay at the club for next season, but Nott is 
still waiting to hear if Nathan Paul, the 
Stones’ longest serving squad member, will be 
at Maidstone next season. The 24-year-old 
joined the club in 2005 and has been an inte¬ 
gral part of the Stones defence. 

Nott said: 'We’ve spoken to almost every¬ 
body and there is only really one player who 
we haven’t had a commitment from. I’m hope¬ 
ful that the majority will stay for next season 
and we have already made some progress on 
three new signings. 

“Nathan is probably the biggest name we 
haven’t had a commitment from. We know 
there is some interest in him from other clubs 


so we will have to wait on that. Danny is on 
contract with us but the reason to put him on 
the transfer list is purely down to financial 
issues.” 

Elsewhere at the club, chairman Paul 
Bowden-Brown was set for further discussions 
yesterday with investor Oliver Ash. 

The pair, along with general manager Bill 
Williams and director Richard Bowden- 
Brown, held a meeting via a conference call 


two weeks ago to discuss the clubs future and 
how to repay Ash’s £100,000 investment. 
Various ideas have been discussed regarding 
the Stones’ future, but nothing has been 
agreed yet. 

However, the Stones chairman confirmed 
that the leveling of the proposed new ground 
site at James Whatman Way by contractors 
Warings will be completed by the end of the 
month.
